Which thing is moſte true of cheſe 
Geſtures of Sitting , Standing , and 
Kneeling , m the act of receiuing the 
Lordes Supper : For none of them is 
eyther commaunded,nor forbidden. 
They who pleade for Sitting, doe 
affirme Sitting to be neceſſarie, & not 


indifferent: and they alleadge the pra- 


Riſe of Chriſt,and of his Apoſtles, to 
bee equivalent to a precept: and ſome 


 thinke, that Chriſt comanded Sitting, 


when he ſayd,Doethis,in rememberance of 
we. But that Chriſt fate when he inſti- 
ruted the Sacrament of his Supper, 
there is no warrand for it, as is decla- 
red inthe Anſwere to the firſt Argument 
again Kneeling. And albeit it were 
graunted, that Chriſt fare,the example 
of his Geſture can no more be in place 
of a precept,in the matter of the Sacra- 
ment, than the example of his ſitting 
as often as he did preachycan ſerue for 
3 pre? 
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a precept, commanding Preachers to 
ſit,and not to ſtand,when they preach. 
And to include Sitting within the 
inſtitution, it beeing ſuppoſed char 
Chriſt ſate; and to bring it within the 
compalle of this command, Doe this m 
rememberance of me,is but a childiſh con- 
ccit: ( I ſpeake as Muſculus ſpeaketh in 
his common places. ) Ir is againſt the 
grounds both of Dijuinitie and Logik: 
For by Diuinitie we find, that the ex- 
ternall actions in the Sacrament are 
eyther the ations of the Miniſter, or 
of the people. The Miniſters ations 
are to take the Bread, to giue thankes, 
to breake it, and to giue1t: asalſoto 
takethe Cuppe,and to giueit: andthe 
ations of the people are to receiue the 
Bread,and toecate; and to recciue the 
Cup, and to drinke of it. No Diuine 
euer placed Sitting among the ations 
and rites neceſſary, and comanded to 
be vſed in the Sacrament. | 
And if Sitting were necellary,SainCt 
Paul,who ſetteth down the inſtitution 
to the Corinthians, woulde not haue 
| omitted 
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omitted it: for what hereceiued of the 
Lord, that he deliuered to them: but 
Sitting he did not deliuer to them: 
Freo/hce did not recejue it from the 
* Lord. 
And by Logike, we know that 
Sitting is in another Categorie, than 
a&tions are, it beeing a Geſture and 
polition of the body, and no aQion, 
Therfore Chriſt, when he ſaid Doe this, 
ſpake of thoſe things done by him, 
which cotained ſome ſpecial myſterie, 
and not of his geſture & poſition of his 
body, which,as Bucanus faith, did con- 
taine no myſteric at all. Geſtures,then 
being in themſclues indifferent, as 
Perkins affirmeth, (in his expoſition of 
Chriſts Sermon in the Mount) after 
that a Church hath madea law anent 
any of them, for order, and decencie, 
in the worſhip of God, the law ought 


tobe obeyed.

H E thirde Argu- 
ment is, Thar in the 
recejuing of the Sa- 
crament, the Eyes

pon the Elementes delivered by his 

and; bur vpon Iesys Crrrsrt, 
who giuech'vnto vs the thinges"thar 
are by the'Elementes ſignified”, and 
vpon thoſe thinges which ſpiricuallie 
by the hande of Fayth yee receciue 
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from Itsvs Cnarsr : that is, his 

Bodie, which was broken, and woun- 
ded for our ſinnes : and his Bloode, 
Which was ſhed for our Redemption, 

+ Theſe Meditations cannot exerciſe 
our mindes,without inwarde humilia- 
tion, & humble adoration, by Prayer, 
and Thankeſgiuing, 

And if the heart, out of a due-conſj- 
deration of him thar is the gjuer of the 
gift, which is receiued, and of the vn- 
worthineſſe of him who is the recei- 
uer,cannot bur worſhip with internall 
adoration, what can hinder the body 
to kneele, and to performe externall 
adoration, and worſhipping of Icſus 
Chriſt in the Heauens, at the right 
hand of his Father? | 

And if the Children of 1/rael did 
well in bowing downe and worſhip- 
ping, when they heard good newes of 
their corporall deliverance,ſhall we be 
found faule with, if wee bow downe &: 
worlſhip,when we receiue ſo excellent 
apledge of our ſpirituall deliverance? 

But it will be objected, that we 

receiug 
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receiue the ſame things by the Word, 
which we receiue by the Sacrament; 
and yet we knecle nor at thereading 
or preaching of the Word, 

| p60” Is. firſt, we doenot receiue 
by the Word the fame things in the 
fame manner, as by the Sacrament.In 
the Sacrament the things are giuen in 
a more {enlible manner, euen in a vi- 
ſible ſigne, and pledge: for the which 
cauſe fs cow doeth call the Sacra- 
ment,/ifibileVerbum,The viſible Word? 
as alſo by the Sacrament we Oe 
more particularly, one by one, the 
things, whichin the Word are genc- 
rally offered, | 

Secondly,when the holie Scripture 
is read, men doe fit, or ſtand, with 
their heads vncouered: and if they 
ſhould kneele, it ſhould be no ſinne: 
but it is not expedient that they ſhould 
doe {o:formen and women cannot be 
able, without great difficultie and 
trouble to their bodies, to ſitſolong 2 
time on their knees; and order and 
decencic in a Church,doeth not binde 
| H 3 men: 
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men to impoſlibilities. 

As for the ordinarie preaching of 
the Word, the pradtiſe of this Church, 
before the a of Kneeling, did put a 
difference betweene the hearing of 
Sermons, and recciuing of the Sacra- 
mcnr. n 

Ar Sermons men haue beene in vſe 
co fit with their heads couered: but ac 
the receiuing of the Sacrament, they 
hauc becne in vic to haue their heads 
vncouered. | 

Theſe differences betweene the 
Word and Sacrament, maketh the 
objcRionto be of no force.

But I anſwere, that the like cannot 
be faid of the number of perſons,being 
twelue, or as ſome thinke eclleuen, and 
no moe: of the qualitie of the perſons, 
being Apoſtles only,& no other men: 
& ofthe Sexe, being men only,& noe 
women. A greater or ſmaller number, 
other Diſciples, as well as Apoſtles,& 
women, ſeeing there were religious 
women , which did follow Chriſt, 
might lawfully haue beene conueaned 
to the cating of the Paſſeoucr. So that 
theſe circumſtances of the Sexe, num- 
ber, and qualitic of the perſons, were 
not occaſjonall, by reaſon of the Paſle- 
oner: but rather it is true of ſtring, if 
that was the gefture of Chriſt, and of 
his Apoſtles, in the inſtitution of rhe 
Sacrament,that it was occaſionall, by 
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reaſon of the Paſſeouer : for it is 
written, that when the euen was come, be 
fate downe "with the twelue: which was 
after that his Diſciples had madeready 
the Paſſeouer.

They thinke nor Kneeling to bee vn- 
Jawfull: onely they feare «4 danger of 
Papiſtrie.Bur the diger of Arrianiſme, 
which moued the Polonian Churches to

The Miniſters in England, who are 
aduerfaries to Kneeling, do not bring 
the Communicantes to ſit together at 
a Table; but themſclues departing 
from the Table, walke from perſon to 
pcrſon, and deliver: the Bread, and 
Cup vnto them. So that although the 
neceſ[1tic of a Table weregrantcd, yet 
the praiſe, both of the : French :

It is true, that Matthew and Marke 

ſay, Hee tooke the Bread: and when hee bad 

inen thankes , hee brake it, and gaue it to | 
the. Diſciples , and ſayde , Take , cate, &c.

Bread before it was a Sacramentall Þ 
Bread ? Auguftine ſayeth , Accedat ver- 
bum ad elemenium, & fit Sacramentum: Let 
the worde bee added to the Element, 
andit becommeth a Sacrament. Chritt 
therefore {pake the worde of Prayer, 
Precept,and Promiſe, before hee gaue 
the Bread to his Diſciples.” 

Chriſt gaue-the Bread' to his Diſ- 
ciples otherwiſe than the Diſciples 
gauc the five: Loaucs , and the two 
Fiſhes,to the fiue thouſand Men,with 
Women, and Children: For they did 
onelic ſet the Loaues ( beeing broken 
by Chriſt) with the Fiſhes, before the 
multitude, But Chriſt, with his owne 
hand, gaue the Sacrament to his Apo- 
ftles, one by one; which thing eaſ1lie 
in a ſhort t:me hee might haue done. 

Muſculus , ſpeaking of the Bread, 

Loc com. ſayeth, that Singuls dedjc ſuam unicuique

one of them his owne parte. Bur, 
touching the Cuppe, it 1s objeed, 
that Chriſt ſayde, Drinke yee all of it. 

This 1s a good Argument againſt 
the Papiſtes, who depriue the Laykes 
of the Cuppe. And Muſculus gathe- 
reth out of this ſpeach, that. when 
Chriſt did inſtitute the Sacrament of 
his Supper, hee vſed but one Cuppe, 
which hee gaue to Jus Diſciples; out 
of the which they all dranke.:And hee 
thinketh it the beſt forme, to vie but 
one Cuppe.

Neither doe they differ in judgement 
from Trelcatius,wno ſayde,that Chriitas 
eſt a orandus in myſterits;t1m qua Deus tum 
qua Feav0ewn ©» non tamen in ipfis ſym- 
bolts conſiſtendum eſt , aut fidei oculi ad lo- 
cum pants, ſed ad celum erigendi ſunt : that 
is, Chritt is to bee adored in the my- 
ſeries, both in {ſo farre as hee 1s God, 
and in ſo farre as hee is God and man 
in one perſon, Yet wee mult not ſtaye 
inthe (1gnes , neyther are the eyes of 
our fayth to bec lifted vp to the place 
of the Bread, but vnto Heauen. 

But ſome are ſo farre bent againſt 
Kneeling , that whatſocuer is ſpoken 
againſt the idolatrous kneeling of the 
Papiſtes, they thinke it docth make 
againſt Kneeling ſimplic.
